Quite an-excitement was created 


by the news, as Dalton was out on 
bonds for another alleged robbery and 
all his bondsmen were residents of Mer- 
ced, where his attorney, J. W. Brecken- 
ridge, also resides. 
HOW THE ARREST WAS MADE. 

Visatia, Sept. 6.—William Dalton and 
Riley Dean were captured late this 
asternoon about three ‘miles south of 
‘Teaver. Two men were seen to ride up 
te the house of Maggie Rucker. Im- 
mediately Sheriff Kay and Deputy 
Wibby went to the. house. William 
Dalton came to the door and was or- 
dered to throw up his hands. He 
obeyed, but declared that he was alone. 
Kay refused to believe this and Deputy 
Wibby went through the house and into 


the rear, where he found Dean hiding | 


in a cellar with a rifle. He ordered 
him to‘surrender, and Dean did so. Two 
horses and a number of rifles were 
captured. The horses bore signs of 
hard riding. 
GRATTAN DALTON’S BROTHER. 

William Dalton is a brother of Grat- 

tan Dalton now in jail awaiting sentence 


being an accomplice but was out on bail, 
his case being setfor October 6, Will- 
iam called on his brother at the jail last 


state, and the jatiers, fearing that an 
attempt would be made to rescue Grat- | 
tan, setthree extra guards. William, 
however, left at midnight on the same 
day for Modesto, seven miles north of 
Ceres, the scene of the robbery. 

Dean arrived at Maggie Rucker's 
house flast night, and Dalton claims 
that he never saw him tilltoday. Sheriff 
Kay is positive that the men are the 
robbers, but refusesto say how he ob- 
tained the information leading to the 
arrest. Heawill start again tomorrow, 
and is confident that he will capture the 
third robber very soon. 

The men answer the descriptions of 
the Ceres robbers.

It is 
thought the robbery was for the pur- 
pose of getting money to bail Grattan 
Dalton.

A Bulletin on the Agricultural Outlook. 


on the Pacific Coast. 

Wasninxcton, Sept. 6.—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The weekly crop bulletin 
says: 

On the Pacific Coast the rainfall generally 
has been in excess. In Central California 
the rainfall has been ‘one to two inches less 
than usual. Near Portland and Olympia 
the deficiency amounts to about five inches. 

In Oregon thrashing is nearly compicted. 
Wheat and oats show a heavy yield. Hop 
picking is progressing. Hop lice and mould 
injures the crop consjderably. 

In California the weather has been favor- 
able. Potatoes are plentiful and so cheap 
thatsome of the crop will be left on the 
ground. There are more bops than last 
season on account of increased acreage. 
Fruit is being, shipped to the canneries in 
carload lots.

They felt that 
as soon as the United States understood 
the situation here, and that order had 
been restored throughout the coun- 
try, and the = authorities of the 
Junta universally recognized, Mr. 
Egan would receive the instructions 
which came today. It is the opinion 
here that Senor Pedro Montt, who is 
now in Washington as the representa- 
tive of the Junta, will be the regularly 
accredited minister from Chile to the 
United States as soon as the matter is 
reached, and this, it is thought, will 
not be many days. 


AN ADMIRAL'S GRIT. 


Refusing to Give Up rp the Refugees at. His 
Minister's Request. 

New Yous, Sept. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

VaLParaiso Sept. 5. 

-The German Minister to Chile and the 
Admiral in command of the German 
fleet here have had a dispute over the 
disposition of political refugees on 
poard the German cruiser Sophie. The 
Minister notified the Admiral that he 
might be required to surrender to the 
Junta snch refugees. The Admiral 
bluntly replied that he would do no such 
thing, “unless the Emperor or Chancellor 
von Caprivi ordered Wim to doso. He 
then sent a dispatchto the Emperor ex- 
plaining the situation and announcing 
that unless otherwise ordered the So- 
phie would proceed at once to Mollendo, 
Peru,'the nearest neutral port where 
the people wanted by the Junta would 
be landed. Later inthe day a reply 
was received from Berlin approving the 
Admiral’s action, and the Sophie will 
sail tomorrow. 

The stories of a riot at Coquimbo are 
without foundation. Word was received 
from there today that the Congressional 
officials have taken possession of that 
city ahd Serena without any disturb- 
ance and that order has been main- 
tained throughout. Balmacedist off- 
cials at Coquimbo have been granted 
protection on board English war ves- 
sels. The government troops at those 
places have been disbanded and allowed 
to go home. 

The armed transport Aconcagua has 
been ordered south to meet a ship 
bringing arms and field guns ordered by 
the Junta in Europe.

Convicts Conspire to 
Escape. 


Assassination of Prison Officers Part 
of the Plan. 


Arms and Friends to be in scope 
- Outside the ) Walls. 


The Talk of the Plotters Overheard, the 
Outbreak Prevented and the Lead- 
ers Placed in Solitary 

Confinement. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN QUENTIN, Sept. 6.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A daring plotto break 
from the State prison here has been 
frustrated. Seven ofthe most desper- 
ate among the 1300 convicts have been 

placed in solitary cells, closely guarded, 
while a number of others are being 
specially watched. Among the. seven 
are three who escaped last year and 
defended themselvgs in a fortress among 
the hillsuntil then the warden made 
terms with them. They are: Charles 
Dorsey, a murderer who escaped in 
1887; Mickey Delaney, a burglar; 
William Panlon and Harry Manning, 


Delaney had tools with which he was 
to break out of his cell, and when the 
guard passed he was to fell him with a 
slungshot. With his keys all the other 
convicts were to be released from their 
cells. Thenan attack wasto be made 
on the guards in the prison yard, and 
escape made. It is believed outsiders 
wereto be in waiting with arms and a 
desperate fight would. certainly have re- 
sulted from an attempt at recapture. 

The plot was detected by a guard 
overhearing certain words that roused 
his suspicion. The men were watched 
and gradually the names of the leaders 
learged. For three weeks the warden 
has been prepared for the outbreak. 
When the crisis was thought to be at 
hand the‘leaders were qu etly arrested 
and lodged in solitary cells. No arms 
or tools have been found except a skele- 
ton-key,{but._as there are factories, 


side the walls of the prison it would be 
easy to conceal them for quite a while. 

The seven ntact! ay ringleaders of the 
frustrated conspiracy to escape are still 
in solitary cells. ey will not be re- 
leased untila confessionis obtained. 
Officials of the prison do not know the 
details of the plot. Itis certain that 


| there was a conspiracy to escape and 


that the assassination of officers of the 
prison was contemplated. The first in- 
formation came from a convict whose 
time was nearly up. Thena detective 
was dressed in stripes and sent into the 
prison yard. He overheard conversa- 
tions that confirmed the first informa- 
tion. One day he heard them say, “It 
is only a short time now.’’ The prison 
officials dared wait no longer and ar- 
rested the leaders. It is believed that 
arms and friends were to be awaiting 
them outside the prison if they suc- 
conten in making their escape.

The Salton Lake’s Influence. 

| Ifthe lake becomes permanent, one 
may calculate approximately what its 
effects may be from its surface and the 
depth by comparison with Lake Ge- 
neva. A lake has a wonderfully tem- 
pering effect on the climate. Thus, 
according to M. Forel, the quantity of 
heat accumulated in the Lake of Ge-

INDIAN VS. AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 


Comparisons by a Man of Experience—Mr. 
O’Callaghan’s Views. 

Among the recent visitors to the city 
has been I. O'Callaghan, the general 
traffic manager of a large system of 
government railways in India with 
headquarters at Bombay. Mr. O'Cal- 
laghan has spent a month upon the 
Coast, during which time he visited the 
famous Comstock mines, (having letters 
of introduction to Mr. Mackay) the 
Yosemite and other points of interest. 
Mr. O’Callaghan arrived here last Wed- 
nesday to visit an old friend, J. H. Gil- 
mour, who is ranching at Palm Springs. 
He visited Pasadena and Santa Monica 
on Thursday, andthought that the cli- 
mate at the latter place was far prefer- 


in the North. 

In speaking about railroads’ Mr. 
O'Callaghan said: ‘The fares in the 
United States are in excess of those in | 
India. In fact. I consider them exor- 
bitant. When you buy a first-class ticket 
in India, or in any of the British do- 
minions—I exclude Canada—that in- 
cludes everything; buthere there is a 
general system of imposition, if I may 
so use the team. For instance, you buy 
a first-class ticket, then you have to 
buy a Pullman car ticket, and then you 
have to fee a porter, who expects it, 
and whom you are expected to fee. I 
have often wondered how the Southern 
Pacific Company financed their’ road, 
but I have heard of some of the freight 
charges, and that rather explains mat- 
ters. In My journeys in the -State 
what has struck me as most singnu- 
lar is the paucity of freight trains. 
Really, from San Francisco to here 
wemet but few and the same in my 
travelstlsewhere. On the sy stem of 
which Lam the general traffic manager.

your Mr. Stubbs, we have at least in the 
busy season twenty freight trains a day 
each way. Thisl am told is not so in 
California.
